-

“BACK SEATS IN WAR”

#embers of Philadelphia School
of Design Repudiate New
York Mayor’s Remark

The remark made Ly Mavor Hylan, of
New York., that the artist’ must “take a
back seat in the war” waz received with a
good deal of indlignation hy members of the
Philadelphin 8chool of Design

In repudiation, It han been pointed nut
that artists, as far from aking a “back
seat” have flung themuslves into tha war

with tha greatest xeal, ar the same time
gacrificing more of future prospects than the
average voung business man

Nor Ie It the mien artists alone who have
refused 1o take a “back seat'” Women are
working as drafltsmen at Hog Island, at the
Baldwin Loacomotive Werks and in the Penn-
sylvania Rallroad and the Philadelphia Elee-
tric Company

Other artiste have entered camouflage
eorps and the medieal drafting corps, whera
thelr skill in drawing g used to draw the
pietures of wounds in the French hospitals,

But thesa are the artists who are able
to carry on thelr work and their patriotic
duty at the sams time Tn think that
artists are fit only for these few branches
of the service or that they are In any way
shirking the real business of war {8 an en-
tirely wrong and unfalr idea, 1t is asserted
by wvarlous members of the art school
faculties,

It has been sald that the common attl-
tude of the normal Ameriean toward the
artlst la of o sort of gond-natured contempt
—art In wamen appsars to be regarded as
harmless nonsense and in men & form of
amusing ldlocy,

In Europe, it is sald, even In Germany,
every effort was made by the fighting ecoun-
tries ta protect thelr artista with the same
care that they protected their treasures of
art: nrtigts ware not called into the army
until it was absolutely neceasnry. In Amar-
fea artists have had no desire (o be exempl
from the s=lightest portion of their patriotic
duty, nor have they been. thus members of
Philadelphia art schools rather bitterly re-
sent the position to which Mayvor Hylan as-
glgned them

Mias Emily Sartain, of the School of De-
sign, brought out these points In a recent
address and enumerated weveral instances
of the c¢arnest war work which the girl
students of that school have done.

Graduates have given up positions that
have been offercd to them so that they eould
do drafting at viarlous shipping plants;
many of the girls have offered themselvea
for any sert of work in Europe, and are
miuking every effort to develop their physical
strength to the utmost, so that they should
be of the greatest possible use in any tusk
arsigned them. They have worked for the
Red Cross, and not the least of their work
ha= heen the painting of the postérs of food
conscrvation, War-savings stamps, Liberiy
Loan and other patrietic drives

The Men's Cltizens’ Relief
Assnciation, realizing the efficlency of the
organizatlan and the need of just such an
institution, suggested that it be kept am A
body for future emergencies, The oMocers
of the emergency committes hecame the of-
floers of the permuanent arganisution, and Mrs,
Chariton Henry was president until 1002, na
first vice president untll 1906 and as honor-
ary president until her death last vear, The
need of the orgnnization was proved at
various times  Money and boxes wers ssnt
by the assoclation 1o various parts of the
eountry where there was need In 1898 three
weeks of hard work was done for the recon-
centrados of Cuba, §700 heing spant for the
purpos: In June of the sams year work
wits started for the soldiers in the Spanish-
